The Supreme Court at u recent 
session agreed to review a decis¬ 
ion by the Kentucky Court of 
Appeals holding that the pro- 
poM'd constitutional amendment 
t" abolish child labor is no long. 

< . before the slates for ratifiea- 
t'on. Only recently, the high 
tribunal agreed to pass on simi¬ 
lar litigation brought by a group 
ot Kansas State Senators and 
legislators. The Kansas Supreme 
Court ruled that the states still 
cuuld act on the proposal. Both 
cases will be argued at the same 
time. The Kentucky appeal was 
filed by Governor Chandler and 
other State officials. They con¬ 
tended that even though more 
than one-fourth of the states 
had rejected the amendment ac¬ 
tion still could be taken by any 
of them, including those which 
had disapproved the proposal. 
Congress submitted the proposed 
amendment to the states in 1924. 
Ratification by three-fourths of 
the forty-eight states is neces¬ 
sary before the amendment be¬ 
comes effective. — Associated 
Press Dispatch. 

Let us hope that the .Supreme 
a j Court will hold that one Geneial 
i Assembly m Kentucky had no right 
j to ratify the Child Labor Amend- 
J ment after another had rejected it.
